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ANTI-JAP LAW 
NOW IN EFFECT. 


Initiative Act Prohibits Alien 
Land Ownership. 


All Treaty Rights Are Safe- 
guarded in Measure. 


Severe Penalties Provided for 
Any Violations. 


‘at BIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 9.—Califor- 
nia’s new and more drastic anti- 
alien land law, an tniative act ap- 
proved at the general election last 
yaenth, became effective today. It 
withdraws the three-year agricul- 
tural land lasing privilege from 
aliens ineligible to citizenship and 
seeks to close loopholes in the orig- 
inal law of 1813 through which. it 
ig eaid, Japanese were continuing to 
gain control of California farm land. 

Specifically it provides that no 
Qlien ineligible to citizenship nor 
any organization controlled by such 
aliens m act as guardian of a 
minor who, because of birth in this 
country, may legally acquire agricul- 
tural ‘land. 

The controversy over the meas- 
ure brought forth opposing interpre- 
tations of the treaty between the 
United States and Japan. The act 
provides that any alien ineligibie to 
Citizenship may acquire, use, trans- 
mit and inherit real property only 
8 prescribed by treaty, and not 
otherwise. Opponents of the law 
contended that the provision of the 
treaty with Japan permitting Jap- 
Snese in this country to “own or hire 
Q@md occupy . . . lands for resi- 
Gential and commercial purposes” 
must be interpreted to include 
agricultural lands. 

TREATY INTENT. 

“The treaty is intended,” said the 
formal argument against the bill on 
the bailot, “to give the Japanese 
privilege to enter upon complete 
commerce and therefore protecis 
oo. right to lease land for produc- 
tion.” 

This view was directly contrary 
to that of the supporters of the 
measure. V. S&S. McClathy in the 
formal argument for the new act 
wrote: 

“Treaty rights are fully safe- 
guarded and citizenship of hfative- 
born is not affected.

Among the new sections added to 
the 1913 act by the new law are 
these: 

“Hereafter all aliens, other than 
those specified in section one here- 
of (those eligible to citizenship.) 
may become members of or acquire 


sociation or corporation that is or 
may be authorized to acquire, 
possess, enjoy or convey agricultural! 
land, in the manner and to the ex- 
tent and for the purpose prescribed 
by any treaty now existing between 
the government of the United States 
and the nation or country of which 
such alien is a citizen or subject, 
and not otherwise. 

“Hereafter no alien mentioned in 
section two hereof (ineligible. fo cit- 
izenship) and no company, associa- 
tion, or company mentioned in sec- 
tion three hereof (controlled by in- 
eligible aliens) may be appointed 
guardian of that portion of the es- 
tate of a minor which consists of 
property which such alien or such 
company, association or corporation 
is inhibited from acquiring, possess- 
ing or traneferrink by reason of the 
provisions of this act. The public 
administrator of the proper county, 
or any other competent person or 
corporation, may be appointed guar- 
dian of the estate of a minor citizen 
whose parents are ineligible to ap- 
pointment under the provisions of 
this act. Such administrators~ as 
may be appointed under the pro- 
visions just quoted will be requifed, 
according to the new law. to make 
detailed reports on the estatg they 
are administering to the Secretary 


of State.” 

Violation B¢ the provisions of the 
law referring to euardianship is 
made “a misdemeanor and shall he 
punished by a fine not exceeding 
$1000 or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail not exceeding one year. 
or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment.” 

Conspiracy to effect a transfer of 
real property in violation of the pro- 
visions of the law is made punish- 
able by imprisonment in the County 
Jail or State penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding two years, or by a fine not 
exceeding $5000 or both. 

The act does not affect pending 
actions or proceedings.

ROME, Dec. 9%. — Capture of 
steamers like the Cogne has given 
rise to hostile feeling toward Italy, 


deciared Premier Giolitti today te 
Deputies who have returned from 
Fiume, according to the Giornale 
d'Italia. In complaining of “out- 
rages" which have occurred at 
Fiume, the Premier asseried that 
they prevented any country from 
sending ships to Italian ports. 

The action of erews of destroyers 
in going over to the D’Annunzio 
forces was most severely criticised 
by Signor Giolitti, who said he un- 
derstood the officers were compelied 
by crews to go to Fiume. The offi- 
cers, however, should have resisted, 
he said, making a principle of au- 
thority and discipline. 

The Premier is quoted as mying 
the government has no intention to 
remove D’Annunzio from Fiume, the 
independence of which has_ been 
guaranteed by both Italy and Wugo- 
Slavia, and he is said to have ob- 
served jokingly he believed D’Annun- 
zio will not find the position so 
pleasant when reduced to the status 
of Mayor of Fiume. 

The Premier is declared to have 
summed up the situation as follows: 

The Italian government cannot 

nduct negotiations with D’'Annunzio 
before the ratification ef the treaty 
of Rapallo, which as vet has not 
been disctesed and approved by the 
Senate: it is impossible to acknow!l- 
edge the Italian regency of Quar- 
nero, such an act not being contem- 
plated by the treaty, even if it was 
a legal possibility to initiate nego- 
tiations with the state of Flume, the 
Italian government would be pre- 
vented from doing so by constant 
acta of hostility end lack of disci- 
pline at Fiume.

CAPLAN ACTION 
IS A SURPRISE. 


Willis Dismisses Remaining 
Eighteen Indictments. 


Clears Way for “Times” Blast 
\ Convict to Get Parole. 


Decision to be True. 


Stating that “it is with regret that 
we reach this conclusion,” Judge 
Willis yesterday handed down a de- 
cision’ in which he dismisses the 
eighteen remaining indictments for 
murder against David Caplan, now 
serving a term in San Quentin for 
manslaughter in connection with the 
blowing up of The Times Building 
on Oct, 1, 1910. Caplan has served 
within a few days of four years of 
his term of ten years. 
The dismissal was made on the 
ground raised by Caplan’s attorney, 
that he was not arraigned nor 
brought to trial on the eighteen re- 
maining charges of murder within 
sixty days after the filing of the in- 
dictments. On one of nineteen in- 
dictments against Caplan, he was 
tried, convicted of manslaughter and 
on Dec, 28, 1916, sentenced to State's 
prison for ten years. His attorney 
recently filed a motion to dismiss the 
remaining eighteen indictments, and 
the court has had the case under 
advisement. 

WOOLWINE ASTONISHED. 

“IT cannot believe that to be true,” 
said Dist.-Atty. Woolwine last night 
when informed of Judge Willis’s de- 
cision. “My deputy, Keyes, was in- 
structed by me a few days ago to 
see Judge Willis about this very mat- 
ter and reported to me that the 
judge had promised him that the in- 
dictments would under no circum- 
stances be dismissed. 

“I know that it is the law that 
a man must be brought to trial with- 
in sixty days after the filing of an 
indictment against him, but I did not 
think that that applied when a man 
was in tne penitentiary. 

“Until IL have chance to look 
up the law governing such a case, 
I would not like to say whether or 
not Judge Willis took the proper 
course. I will wok it up in the 
morning and will take the necessary 
steps in case I find that there is still 
anything that can be done, I feel 
that this is no time for temporizing 
with murderers and anarchists and 
that the dismissal of tne remaining 
indictments agains. Caplan could 
only be justified on the ground that 
the law demands it imperatively. 
“As I suid, I did not dream that 
Judge Wiilis was contemplating such 
& course, and I can only repeat that 
I deplore it extremely.” | 
Judge Willis writes in his decision 
as follows: 

“We are irresistibly brought to the 
conclusion that it was the duty of 
the State to have arraigned the de- 
fendant upon the pending indict- 
ments in this case, and to have 
brought him to trial within sixty 
days thereafter, unless good catise 
for delay had been shown, or the 
same continued on the defendant's 
motion‘or at his request or with his 


under the authorities cited we have} 
no option to do otherwise than grant 
the motion in this case. 

“Because of the importance of the 
case it is with regret that we reach 
this conclusion, but our personal 
opinion in the matter cannot operate 
to deprive the defendant of the 
rights to which he is entitled under 
the law.” 

Caplan’s efforts to have these in- 
dictments against him dismissed 
were in order that the State Parole 
Board might consider his application 
for parole, which would not be pos- 
sihle While the indictments remained 
undism issed. 

The case was argued before Judge 


Atty. Keyes and Edwin V. McKensaie, 
the latter of San Francisco, and rep- 
resenting Caplan. Mr. Keyes held 
that when a man is sentenced to 
State’s prison he is civilly dead and 
cannot enter a motion in court. The 
defendant held he had not been 
brought to trial, nor arraigned, with- 
in sixty days after filing of the in- 
dictments. 

In reviewing the facts In the case 
the court said in part: “On Oct. 1. 
1910, the building owned by the Los 
Angeles Times at the corner of First 
and Broadway in Los Angeles was 
destroyed by the explosion of dyna- 
mite placed therein. As a result of 
eald explosion nineteen persons lost 
their lives. Investigation of the facts 
of the explosion demonstrated that 
the same was caused through the 
agency of this defendant and other 
persons, and nineteen separate in- 
dictments were found, each chare- 
ing the crime of murder against all 
the defendants fointly and each 
specifying the name of a separate 
person as the one murdered. 
“Investigation by the grand fury 
resulted in finding indictments 
against this defendant and various 
others. These indictments were filed 
on May 5, 1911, and certain de- 
fendants apprehended prior to this 
time were arraigned on indictment 
No. 6939 and were subsequently tried 
and committed to State's prison. 
“The defendant Caplan, however, 
was not apprehended until the early 
part of the year 1915, and within 
thirty days after his apprehension, 
to-wit. on March 8&8, 1915, the de- 
fendant was first arraigned on the 
indictment just mentioned, and pro- 
ceedings Were thereafter had, re- 
sulting in the conviction of the de- 
fendant Caplan of the crime of man- 
slaughter on Dec. 15, 1916, and 
afterwards, to-wit, on Dec. 28, 1916, 
in pursuance of said conviction, he 
was sentenced to the State's prison 
at San Quentin and immediately 
thereafter incarcerated, which im- 
prisonment continues to the present 
time.” 

The court recited that all continu- 
anoes from the time of Caplan's ar- 
raignment until his conviction in the 
one case were taken at his request, 
bet that this was not so with regard 
to the other eighteen. The court 
held, with regard to the claim that 
a convict is civilly dead, that even 
though a person its confined § in 
State's prison he may be brought to 
trial on other charges.

N EXCLUSION ACT WITH A HOLE 
IN FT. 

Many Californians will read with won- 
der that there is a bill before Congress, 
backed by the House Immigration Commit- 
tee, that would stop immigration to this 
country for the next two years of all for- 
eign peoples but the Japanese. Exceptions 
are made in the bill of certain relatives of 
foreign-born persons now living in this coun- 
try; but the cage of the Japanese is left to 
be regulated by the so-called “gentlemen's 


agreement” now existing between the Amer- 


lean and Japanese governments. 

The Times heartily approves the main 
purpose of the bill. In fact, The Times was 
the first of the great newspapers of the 
country to favor general exclysion until 
world conditions in labor and industry 
should become stabilized. But The Times 
is not in favor of making an exception fa- 
voring the Japanese. It believes that «a 
genera] exclusion bill ig the surest way of 
stopping the Japanese peaceful invasion of 
California. But we cannot refrain from 
calling attention to the fact that the anti- 
Japanese jand-leasing initiatory amendment 
passed ip the recent State election has had 
the effect of alienating sympathy in the 
Mast with our fight against Japanese en- 
croach menta. 

As The Times warned while the land law 
logisiation was under discussion, the place 
to make the fight against the Japanese in- 
vasion was in Washington and the way to 
stop it was to pass an exclusion act which 
would keep Japanese laborers out of Cali 
fornia.

There will doubt- 
less be opposition in beth bouses of Con- 
gress to the anuti-immigration bill, A cam- 
paign of education will be necessary be- 
fore it is likely to be enacted inte a law, 
and that campaign should begin at once. 
And The Times has too much confidence 
im the fairness and good sense of a ma- 
jority of the members of Congress to believe 
that they will attempt to discipline the 
electors of California by conferring special 
privileges on the Japenese in the act. 

Stopping immigration for a period of two 
years is a protective policy and is fully in 
accord with Republican traditions. It is 
one of the first things necessary to stabil- 
ize conditions in this country and it will 
probably become known as the most im- 
portant of the reconstruction policies. The 
problem is national rather than sectional; 
for it ig necessary to afford protection for 
American labor and industry in every part 
of the country. As soon as the Fedeg:l 
administration changes a tariff bill is pret- 
ty certain to be adopted waich will pre- 
vent the dumping of forcign-made goods 
in this country; fay such dumping would 
cause American manufactories to shut 
down and unemployment would become 
general. Closing ovr ports to foreign im- 
migrants will protect the workmen of our 
country. It is just as possible to dump 
cheap labor here as the products of cheap 
labor. 

On the Atlantic Coast the ports must be 
closed against the Middle-Europé immi.- 
grants who are now arriving at the rate of 
100,000 a month. A tariff barricade must 
also be erected that will protect our Amer- 
ican workmen from cheap foreign compe 
tion. On the Pacific Coast getes of entry 
must be shut to the Japanese workmen

Californians, however, must keep careful 
watch ever the immigration bil) to make 
certain that no exceptions are made favor 
ing the Japanese. One annoyance et pres- 
ent is that some of those who were crying 
most loudly for the antiJapanese land law 
initiative are now trying to advise the Con- 
Yressmen what they should do. Their of- 
ficiousness is awakening resentment on the 
part of the Pedere! representatives and, if 
not counteracted, may leave California to 
fight the Japanese invasion alone. There’ 
is a lesson in the turn the Japanese prob- 
lem has taken which flustrater the dan- 
ger of direct legisiation.

It ts unsafe te 
prophesy in these days of swift and re- 
markable overturnings, but at present there 
seems little indication that the Germans 
and Austrians are plansing to recall the 
sovereigns who fled before the advance of 
the victorious Allies. It must be remem- 
bered that Germany and Austria discarded 
the monarchical form of government which 
brought them to ruin. Greece, which, de- 
spite Constantine, chose the winning side 
in the World War, did net become a re- 
public when the husband of the German 
Sophia was driven from Athens. The Al- 
lies placed a son of the deposed monarch 
on the throne.

VICE-PRESIDENT 
PROBLEM. 


BY FREDERIO J. HASKIN. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Dee. 8. 
The somewhat feeble agitation in 
Congress far the building of a house 
in which the Vice-President of the 
Uniked States may live. brings to 
mind again the peculiarities of that 
position which John Adame described 
as “the most insignificant éffice that 
ever the mind ef man contrived or 
his imagination conceived.” - 

The Vice-Presidential chair is in- 
deed the joker of our system of gov- 
ernment. Mr. Bryce says in his 
menumental work en the United 
States, the Vice-President is “aut 
Caesar aut nullus.” That is, if he 
does not become President his job 
amcunts to nothing at all. It is true 
that he tse grandiloquentiy referred 
to im public prints as the “second 
highest executive officer in the Unit- 
ed States government,” but he is not 
really an executive officer at all. 
He executes nothing. The only oc- 
qupation which hasbeen provided 
for him ‘s that of presiding over 


“the Senate, and it is one of singular- 


ly little impertance. For the Presi- 
dent of the Senate haa none of the 
pewer which belongs tg the Speaker 
ofthe House. He has eontrel over 
the course of legislation. he appoints 
no committeemen. In fact, Re does 
Very little except rap on his impres- 
sive with a little matiet and 
say, “The gentieman from Arkansas 
has the floor.” And then he is stat- 
ing @ fact rather than rendering «4 
decision. He has very little to say 
an te whe shall oceupy the floor or 


how leng. 
The absolute superfiluity of the 
Vice-President as a part of the gov- 


ernment is sufficientiy proved by the 
fact that during thirty-five yeara, in 
all, of the nation’s history, there has 
been no Vice-President. He has 
either died or resigned on account of 
ill health or succeeded to the Presi- 
dency. And the wheels of govern- 
ment turned just as well without a 
Vice-President. 
AN ABSURD POSITION: 

The Vice-Presdent can be re- 
garded enly a2 a man held in re- 
perve in case something happens to 
the President, and doomed in the 
meantime to a futile existence on an 
inadequate salary. The absurdity of 
the thing, of course, lies in the fact 
that the framers of our Conastitu- 
tien shovid have provided no ade- 
quate occupation for a _ position 
which obviously calls for a big man, 
if it ts to be other than « source of 

r 


For, while the Vice-President 
ounts to precisely nothing if the 
dent lives, he becomes the most 
important man in the country if 
the President dies. And if experience 
be taken a8 a@ guide there is just 
about one chance in six that the 
President wil) dle or be killed, and the 
Vice-President be called upon to 
serve. He should then, by all 
means, be a man of Presidential cali- 
ber. But seldem has he been such a 
man. This meang no disrespect to 
Vice-Presidents, past, present or 
pective. No doubt some of them 
ve been. are, or will be great men. 
But it is obvious that a joh which 
means four years. perhaps eight 
years, of futile waiting, ve chances 
out of six, ie not calculated to draw 
men of energy and ambition. The 
ambitious man especially always has 
in mind the parable about the father 
who had-two sons. One of them 
went to sea and the other became 
Vice-President. Neither of them was 
ever heard of again. 

If a man of high ability takes the 
Vice- Presidency. he may be regarded 
as @ martyr to the cause. or elee a 
gambier. But is it obvious that not 
many good men are going either to 
martyr themeeives or to take such 
long: chances of getting into the 
Presidential chair. 

Everyone knows that, Roosevelt. the 
livest ecoupent the Vice-Presidency 
ever had, was put there to get him 
out of the way, and that he resisted 
thie form of retirement with all his 
might. Thus the Vice-Presidency, 
by its nature, tends te defeat its own 
purpose, which ts to previde an ade- 


Secretary of State sveceded the 
President in case of death' The posi- 
tion calle for e big man and gives him 
something te do. Furthermore ae .. 
a member of the Cabinet and in close 
touch with the policies of the admig- 
istration. chosen because he agrees 
with them, and therefore ig presum- 
ably qualified te carry themrout.

TUS SOCIAL DUTIES. 

But in recent years certain duties 
have éevelved 7 the Vice-Prest- 
dent, and Rave given him an occupa- 
tien which necessary if not 
portant. He has become, especially 
during the administration which ts 
just drawing toe an end, a sort of se- 
cla) representative of the President, 
taking numerous burdens of enter- 
taining and being entertained off the 
shoulders of the Chief Executive. 
much as the wife of a busy man 
of effairs represents him at teas and 
receptions. “Official! eater for the 
administration’ is the way Vice- 
President Marshall ia said once to 
have described himee!f. 

Cemmissions from minor eountries, 

deputations of Latin-American jour- 
nalists and politicians, visiting ori- 
ental princes, are among the guests 
to whom the Vice-President must 
function as heat. All of them want 
to see the President, of course, but 
especially since the war. elevated 
the United States into the position of 
first money power of the world. the 
number of such visiting individuals 
and delegations makes it impossible 
for the President to see any consid- 
erable part of them. Here is a place 
where an anmsietant President ts really 
needed. He is also needed to address 
congresses of this and that. and so- 
cieties for the prevention of so-and- 
so, the various organizations of 
daughters and sons, and al! of the 
innumerable other aggregations 
which convene, orate and resolve. 
It is important that the good will of 
t re should be won for the 
administration. Bomeone represent - 
ing the administration must get up 
before them and say all the proper 
things from “Ladies and Gentlemen” 
to “I thank you.” 
Beomeone, too, must appease the 
social voracity of the wives of pojiti- 
eally important millionaires who own 
houses in Washington and want to 
do “official society.” Hence “the 
Vice-President and Mrs. Domegood 
were the guests last evening of Mr. 
and Mre Greene-Smythers of New 
York and Newport, who have opened 
their Washington house for the 
month of January.” as the society 
column relates. 

Thue the Vice-President has been 
endowed with a function in life, and 
the President relieved of @ burden. 
Rut—the Vice-President gets only 
$12,000 a year. And he is supposed io 
entertain as well as be entertained. 
Hence the movement to bulld him a 
house. THe needs it. A movement to 
buy him a few groceries would also

NEW YORK, Dec. $.—Deflating of 
prices in the stock market made 
further insistent headway today, en- 
compassing a number of high-class 
shares, as well as many others whose 
intrinsic values seem to have be- 
come more or less conjectural. 

The further reason lacked explana- 
tion, other than that offered by 
various factors and influences which 
have effectually served their pur- 
pose ever since signs of commercial 
and industrial depression became too 
apparent to be ignored. 

Unlike the previous session, how- 
ever, when professional shorts held 
undisputed sway, a considerable pro- 
portion of today's selling evidently 
had its source in the furthér “re- 
adjustment” or closing out of exten- 
sive speculative accounts. 

Support of the usual market lead- 
ere was lukewarm at best, while 
speculative issues of the several 
varieties featured by motors and 
their accessories, chemicals, food is- 


sues and net 
losses of 1 to 6 3-8 points.
